Baptist  Student  Union 


Baplist  Student  Union  is  the 
Christian  witness  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  in  institutions  of  higher 
learning.  The  Baptist  Student  Un- 
ion at  Delta  State  was  organized 
November  4,  1929.  Since  its  be- 
ginning, three  things  have  charac- 
terized Baptist  Student  Union. 
These  characteristics  arc  the  Baptist 
Student  Union  is  Christ  centered, 
church  related  and  student  led. 

For  several  years  following  its  or- 
ganization, the  Baptist  Student  Un- 
ion at  Delta  State  was  earned  on 
primarily  by  students  with  some  as- 
sistance by  Baptist  faculty  members 
and  local  pastors.  The  first  Director 
of  the  Baplist  Student  Union  at 
Delta  State  was  Rev.  Riley  Munday 
who  assumed  this  responsibility  in 
1946.  Mr.  Munday  served  until 
1948  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Dot  Lee  Jefferson,  later  to  become 
Mrs.  John  Merrill,  who  served  until 
1949.  Following  Mrs.  Merrill's  res- 
ignation. Rev.  Roy  S.  Isbell  came  to 
Delta  State  as  BSU  Director  and 
continues  in  that  position  in  1989. 

Until  the  summer  of  I960,  the 
Baptist  Student  Union  conducted 
its  program  and  the  BSU  Director 
had  an  office  on  campus  in  college 
facilities.

The  building  became  inad- 
equate for  use  in  1977.  At  the  same 
location  another  structure  was  oc- 
cupied by  the  Baptist  Student  Un- 
ion in  April  1979. 

Baplist  Student  Union  empha- 
sized the  INWARD  JOURNEY  of 
spiritual  growth  through  Worship, 
Study  Fellowship.  Churchmanship, 
and  Stewardship.  It  emphasized  the 
OUTWARD  JOURNEY  of  Chris- 
tian Service,  through  Witness,  Mis- 
sions, Ministry,  Social  Action,  and 
International  students.

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Coach  "BOO"  Ferriss  Retires 

FERRISS  RETIRES  AS  DSU  COACH  FOLLOWING 
1988  SEASON 

Delta  State  University  baseball  coaching  vetera 
Dave  "Boo"  Ferriss  retired  following  completion  of  th( 
1988  season. 

The  Shaw.  Miss.,  native  spent  46  of  his  66 
baseball  on  the  college  and  professional  levels,  includin 
26  seasons  at  Delta  State. 

"My  coaching  years  here  have  been  enjoyable  an 
rewarding,"  Ferriss  said  after  telling  his  1988  players  a 
his  decision.  "I  haven't  lost  any  of  my  enjoyment  an< 
enthusiasm  for  the  game.  But  it  has  just  come  the  tim 
for  me  to  step  out." 

"My  wife  (Miriam)  and  I  would  like  to  do  some  thin 
with  our  family  that  time  hasn't  permitted  us  to  do 
Ferriss  added.  "Many  fine  people  are  responsible  for  n 
success  as  I  have  had  some  great  help  along  the  wa 
I  am  grateful  to  all  of  them  —  a  wonderful  family,  th 
support  of  University  administrators  and  othci 
members  and  the  many  fine  young  men  I  have  been  privileged  to  coach." 
"Baseball  has  given  me  so  much.  Most  of  all,  many  valued  and  cherished  friendships  and  associations."  Ferriss  added. 
A  legend  in  national  collegiate  baseball  coaching  circles,  Ferriss  was  inducted  into  the  American  Baseball  Coaches  Association  Ha 
of  Fame  in  1988  in  Atlanta,  GA. 

Ferriss  compiled  a  639-387-8  record,  all  at  Delta  State  and  his  coaching  record  ranks  him  second  among  all  NCAA  Division 
coaches  in  the  nation.  His  1988  team  was  rended  9th  nationally  in  the  Collegiate  Baseball  poll. 

When  Ferriss  took  over  the  baseball  program  in  1960  he  started  it  from  ground  level.  The  Statemen  played  many  of  their  games  i 
campus  and  Ferriss  coached  many  years  without  the  benefit  of  an  assistant.  However,  he  has  relied  on  graduate  assistants  in 
seasons.  "We  had  limited  scholarship  aid  . .  .  Some  years  we  had  none,"  he  recalled. 

He  directed  DSU  teams  to  the  NCAA  Division  II  playoffs  in  eight  of  the  last  12  years,  including  three  trips  to  the  College  Wor 
Series  where  the  Statesmen  finished  third,  second  and  third  respectively  in  1977,  1978,  and  1982. 


Gulf  South  Conference  Championships  came  1978,  1979,  1985.  and  1988,  with  the  Statesmen  finishing  second  in  1981  and 

ird  in  1982.  Forty-nine  of  his  players  have  earned  All-Gulf  South  Conference  honors. 

Ferriss  also  earned  several  honors  for  his  coaching  accomplishments.   In    1988  he  received  the  United  States  Baseball 

:deration's  Service  Award  for  his  contributions  to  the  game. 

He  has  been  named  NCAA  Regional  "Coach  of  the  Year"  three  times  while  earning  GSC  coaching  honors  three  times.  In  1978 

id  1982  he  was  selected  as  "College  Baseball  Coach  of  the  Year"  in  Mississippi  and  was  runner-up  in  that  category  in  1985.  His 

•85  team  was  ranked  NO.  I  in  the  nation  for  several  weeks  in  the  NCAA  Division  II  poll. 

Under  his  direction  20  Statesmen  players  have  earned  All-American  honors  and  18  have  continued  their  baseball  careers  on  a 

ofessional  level.  Twenty  former  players  have  received  Academic  All-America  honors. 

Ferriss,  a  graduate  of  Mississippi  State,  was  signed  by  the  Boston  Red  Sox  after  his  junior  year  of  college,  and  the  lanky  right- 

inder  broke  into  professional  baseball  with  Greensboro  (N.C.)  of  the  Piedmont  League  in  1942. 

After  military  service  he  joined  the  Boston  Red  Sox  in  1945  and  was  named  "Rookie  of  the  Year"  with  a  21-10  record.  He 

feated  each  American  League  team  the  first  time  he  faces  them  and  his  first  two  major  league  starts  were  winning  shutouts. 

In  1 946  Ferriss  was  the  American  League's  No.  1  pitcher  with  a  25-6  record  and  he  pitched  the  Red  Sox  to  a  4-0  win  over  the  St. 

mis  Cardinals  in  the  1946  World  Series.  His  major  league  record  was  65-30  and  he  still  holds  several  major  league  pitching 

indards. 

Following  a  career  cut  short  by  an  arm  injury,  he  served  as  the  Red  Sox  pitching  coach  for  five  seasons  before  coming  to  Delta 

ate  in  1959  as  athletic  director  and  baseball  coach. 

In  early  1967  he  left  Delta  State  to  become  assistant  athletic  director  at  Mississippi  State,  but  he  returned  some  18  months  later 

Director  of  the  Delta  State  University  Foundation,  a  position  he  held  until  his  retirement  (from  the  post)  last  June.  He  returned 

his  coaching  duties  here  in  1970. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Mississippi  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  and  the  Mississippi  State  University  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  He  was 

ducted  into  the  Mississippi  Semi-Pro  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  in  1981. 

He  is  married  to  the  Former  Miriam  Izard  of  New  Hebron  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children.  Dr.  David  Ferriss  of  Denver, 

)lo.,  and  Margaret  Ferriss  of  Jackson.  The  Ferriss'  have  two  grandchildren,  Miriam,  and  David  III  of  Denver.
